TWINS SOUGHT 
AT POMONA 


CLAREMONT (#)—Pomona 
College is looking for pairs of 
fraternal twins who will be will- 
ing to give two drops of blood 
each in the interest of science. 

Dr. Robert S. Ellis, professor 
of psychology, studying the 
problem of fraternal twins for 
several years and has now come 
to the point where blood tests 
are necessary. 

Many scientists have long 
held that fraternal or unlike 
twins come from two separately 
fertalized eggs instead of from 
the splitting of one egg as in the 
case if identical twins. How- 
ever Dr. Ellis, in his announce- 
ment, says he has two reasons 
for believing the fraternal twin 
theory to be incorrect: 1. The 
fact that fraternal twins are 
very much more alike than or- 
dinary brothers and sisters; 2. 
The tendency for twinning 
seems to be inherited through 
males as well as females.

The matter of prejudices in- 
trigues me. I find others “are

They 
asked, for example, if I would 
be willing to eat at the same 
table with a Negro, or would 
object to his being served in the 
same dining room.

I find that in certain hotels 
and restaurants in our own Capr 
itol, people of color from other 
countriees are served withoyt 
distinction, put American Ner 
groes are not, The banning of 
our. Negroes, is silly, when those 
from other countries are wel- 
comed. It is far better to judge 
people by what they are, than 
by the color they may bear. Phil- 
lip Murray, president of the C. 
1.0. recently said that prejudices 
always react on the _ individual 
who harbors them, and make 
such persons only the more un- 
happy. I think he is right. Then 
he added, “There is no room for 
prejudice, in a decent world”. 

If Phillip Murray was right in 
the stitement quoted above then 
I must make changes in my at- 
titude, character and way of 
life, if I wish to have a part in 
the building of a better world. 
Mine may not be a_ prejudice 
against certain American citi- 
zens, but it may be against peo- 
ple who eat garlic, against fat 
men or skinny women. Such pre- 
judices get me no where and 
add nothing whatever to the 
building of character. They only 
react on me and curb my well 
| being. 

How fine it would be if each 
one of us would aim to erase 
from his life at least one pre- 
judice during the coming year. 
We surely could do it in the 12 
long months ahead, Otherwise I 
may be led to believe you are 
set, fixed, and in a rut. Changes 
take time, thought and applica- 
tion of will power; you have 
these. Now check on your life 
prejudices, select one, and begin 


lat once to eliminate it. This 
will add to your joy of living, 
and will add much to the making 


of this old world a better place 
to live in. 

Disraeli, once prime minister 
of England, one day wrote, “That 
| man has no occasion to hate me. 
I cannot recall that I ever did 
| him a favour.’ Can it be that we 
react against those who are bet- 
ter men! If so, we are in the 
deep rut of prejudice.
